To  THE  Citizens  of  Durham,  the  Board  of  Education  make 

THE  following   REPORT ; 

/  The   schools   have   spoken  for   themselves  this  year,    more 

f  loudly  than  ever  before  since  they  have  been  under  the  care  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  leaving  less  for  us  to  say  in  our  report. 
;  There  are  a  few  things  which  we  want  to  call  your  attention  to 
as  citizens,  among  which  are  the  following:  The  amount  of 
school  money  raised  by  law  has  fallen  off  from  $1330.00  to 
$1211.00,  consequently  we  have  a  less  number  of  weeks  of  school. 
We  think  that  we  ought  to  have  30  weeks  of  school,  and  we  have 
asked  you  in  our  warrant  to  raise  $300.00  additional  school  money. 
Our  taxes  will  be  scarcely  any  more  than  they  were  before,  as  the 
apportionment  of  public  taxes  by  the  Board  of  Equalization  has 
cut  off  from  our  State  tax  enough  so  that  if  we  raise  this  amount 
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our  taxes  will  not  be  materially  more.  We  ought  not  to  have  less 
than  thirty  weeks  of  school,  as  our  schools  now  are  on  a  footing 
where  the  money  is  well  expended  and  scholars  are  receiving 
value  received  for  every  dollai-  spent  in  all  our  schools,  with  pos- 
sibly one  exception,  and  in  order  that  there  be  no  mistake  made 
we  may  as  well  say  that  if  there  is  to  be  an  exception  made  it 
must  b(ii  made  at  the  Bridge.  We  have  tried  for  four  years  to  get 
a  teacher  to  take  this  school  who  would  stay  term  after  term  and 
do  the  school  good.  With  one  exception  we  have  failed,  although 
we  have  had  teachers  who  have  gone  from  this  school  to  larger 
and  more  advan(;ed  schools,  and  have  conducted  them  with  per- 
fect success.  We  believe  that  the  teacher  who  has  had  the 
school  for  the  last  two  terms  has  a  future  before  her  as  a  success- 
ful teacher,  and  that  she  has  done  honest  work  in  this  school,  and 
done  her  very  best  for  all,  and  if  the  school  has  fallen  short  of 
what  it  ought  to  have  been  in  any  way  is  it  not  just  barely  pos- 
sible that  there  is  lacking  in  this  part  of  the  town  an  earnest  effort 
on  the  part  of  those  who  ought  to  be  the  friends  of  the  school,  to 
stand  by  the  school  at  all  hazards,  making  the  best  of  everything, 
making  teachers  feel  at  home,  and  not  make  them  feel  as  if  their 
every  effort  was  to  be  critizised.  No  person  can  do  their  best 
when  there  is  a  feeling  that  their  best  may  not  give  satisfaction. 
What  makes  a  good  school  is  when  scholars  are  found  in  their 
places  ever}'^  day,  with  a  full  belief  that  the  teacher  can  and  will 
instruct  them  in  those  things  which  they  go  there  to  learn  ;  and 
this  they  can  never  have  so  long  as  the  teacher  is  in  any  way 
critized  by  their  parents  in  their  presence. 

The  school  house  at  the  Point  has  been  erected  a  good  many 
years,  and  has  been  well  taken  care  of,  so  well  that  it  now  needs 
general  repairs.  We  have  asked  you  in  our  warrant  to  give  the 
Board  authority  to  make  them.  It  was  the  opinion  of  the  Board 
last  year  that  this  work  ought  to  be-^done  with  the  mone}'  raised  for 
repairs,  but  on  second  consideration  it  was  thought  best  to  submit 
it  to  you  for  your  approval.  The  necessity  of  doing  S(jmething 
in  the  village  was  never  so  apparent  as  when  we  held  the  exami- 
nation at  the  close  of  this  last  term,  when  quite  a  number  of 
friends  were  present  and  the  room  was  very  much  crowded.  It 
probably  seemed  a  strange  sight  to  you  to  see  scdiolars  mount  the 
desks  on  the  sides  of  the  room  in  order  to  get  to  the  blacjk- 
boards,     but    the    Board    and    teachers    have    become     accus- 
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tomed  to  that  sight  from  long"  usage.  Your  committee  will  re- 
poit  at  your  annual  meeting,  and  then  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  some 
plan  will  be  agreed  upon,  w^hereby  a  better  plan  will  be  afforded 
for  the  school. 

The  Board  sold  the  the  old  school  house  on  the  Dover  road 
to  D.  &  C.  P.  Chesley,  and  would  be  glad  to  sell  those  at  Packer's 
Falls  and  in  old  No.  10,  should  an  opportunity  offer,  as  per  your 
vote  at  the  last  annual  meeting. 

The  Board  have  again  spent  a  small  sum  of  money  for  sup- 
plementary reading  books.  How  well  they  have  answered-  their 
purpose  was  shown  at  the  public  examination.  This  examination 
we  have  contemplated  foi  some  years.  It  was  quite  impossible 
to  get  our  schools  together  upon  an  entirely  equal  footing.  But 
the  examination  showed  that  the  public  school  of  Durham  is 
doinof  its  work  ;  that  we  have  faithful  teachers  who  can  command 
the  respect  and  love  of  their  pupils,  and  at  the  same  time  give 
them  good  instru(;tion,  and  that  such  can  accomplish  their  work 
better  by  being  kept  in  the  same  place  for  several  succeeding 
terms. 

We  desire  again  to  call  your  attention  to  the  roll  of  honor. 
We  are  sorr>  not  to  be  able  to  place  the  names  of  some  on  this 
list,  who  would  have  been  thei'e  but  for  sickness.  It  is  an  honor 
for  scholars  to  have  their  names  here,  but  the  benefit  which  they 
receive  l)y  being  punctual  in  their  attendance,  so  that  they  can  re- 
ceive constant  and  unbroken  instruction,  can  never  be  over- 
estimated. 

The  treasurer's  report  shows  a  balance  of  unexpended  school 
money  of  $125.42.  This  is  a  part  of  the  money  which  has  been 
in  the  treasury  as  separate  accounts,  but  which  was  made  avail- 
able for  schools  by  law  of  1887.  Had  we  not  used  any  of  thi^^ 
money  our  schools  would  have  been  two  weeks  shorter.  Hence 
the  necessity  of  an  extra  appropriation  to  keep  up  the  length  of 
school. 

'I'he  Board  wish  to  thank  the  teachers  for  kind  and  courteous 
treatment,  and  the  honest  endeavor  which  they  have  made  to 
carry  out  every  suggestion  juade  by  the  Board  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  schools.
